ed showing the comparative trends in employ- 
ment, bank debits, and the value of construction con- 
tracts awarded in each of the eight chief cities of the 
State are shown for the period, 1928 to 1937, in the 
accompanying charts. A definite uptrend in construction 
beginning in 1936 is apparent in all of the cities although 
the extent of the movement to date has varied widely as 
between cities. 
Employment has been consistently and slowly upward 
in all the chief cities since about the middle of 1933, with 
only minor seasonal recessions in most of the cities. The 


same general trend as in employment is observable also 
in the volume of bank debits in the cities. 

Business activity as indicated by these indexes appears 
to have reached the level of 1930 in Canton, Cleveland, 
Youngstown, Columbus, and Cincinnati. In Akron, the 
present level more nearly approaches that of 1931, while 


employment and construction in Dayton have achieved new ~ 


levels for the period shown, with bank debits approaching 
the volume of late 1930. In Toledo, employment is back 
to the late 1929 level and construction approaches the 
19380 level.
